SE R IO U S L O SSE S 


Harvest Beans, Peas and Cow-peas 
Promptly After Maturity to 
Prevent Damage. 


(Prepared by the United Ft ates D epart­ 
ment of Agric ulture.) 
T h e serious losses caused by bean 
and pea weevils— which amounts to 
millions of dollars annually— is large­ 
ly preventable, and by putting a stop 
to 
it 
a 
valuable 
ami 
i luch-needed 
source of the nation's food supply can 
b e saved. 
No satisfactory artificial 
rem edies can be applied to kill weevil 
grubs in beans, peas or cowpeas grow­ 
in g in the field, but they can be easily 
and effectively controlled afterward 
i f the necessary care is given. 
The 
crop should be harvested as soon as 
possible after maturity, and the seeds 
thrashed or shelled and treated by 
fumigation, heat or cold storage, 
in 
order to kill the weevils in them be­ 
fore they can increase in numbers and 
carry on their destructive work. 
Weevils not only cause serious dam- 


possinte after reaching maturity and ! 
the s*M*d thrashed or shelled soon after- J 
wards, 
storing in the pod docs not J 
confine the weevils. 
Immediately on \ 
placing the seed in storage, fumigate i 
with carbon disulphid or carbon te- 
tr,(chlorid. 
These chemicals when e x - j 
posed to the air vaporize Into a heavy j 
poisonous gas w hich immediately kills j 
the weevil. 
Carbon disulphid is the j 
more generally used, though carbon te- j 
traehlorid has the advantage of not be- ; 
Ing inflammable. 
Seed to be fmnigat- ; 
ed should be placed in an air-tight con- j 
ta iner, such as a tin can or barrel, j 
T he chemicals, used at the rate of j 
from 2 to 4 pounds to each 500 cubic 
feet of space to he fumigated, should 
be poured over the top of the seed, 
and fumigation should continue for 
from 24 to 4$ hours. 
When there is only a sm all#quantlty 
of seed, the weevil may be killed by 
henting the seed in the oven for sev­ 
eral hours. 
T he oven should not be* 
hotter than 120 to 145 degrees F a h r­ 
enheit. 
Hipping seed in boiling w ater 
for one minute is also an effective 
remedy. 
Weevils 
will 
not 
feed 
or 
cause damage at low temperatures, and 
if seed can be kept in cold storage at

Results would have been dire in­ 
deed had it not been for the women 
who pluckily filled in tile places higher 
up, calling other women to take their 
recently abandoned subordinate places. 
Olive 
herself bad been 
right-hand 
"m an” to the business manager, but 
when he enlisted she shifted into his 
swivel 
chair 
and 
had 
worked 
with 
eagerness and complete devotion for 
the Banner. 
The editorial staff had 
been so hard hit that no one remained 
but Mr. S tok es; all his reporters and 
assistants w’ere women. 
The constant going off of men in 
the composing room 
and pressroom 
suggested getting women in to do the 
work. 
It had been tried successfully 
by another paper. 
In fact Olive told 
Mr. Fordyce In the letter that she had 
Investigated this and would guarantee 
4 the entire satisfaction of a feminine 
composing and pressroom. 
Now as m atters stood the manless- 
ness of the B anner worked a little in 
its disfavor. 
But it had been deter­ 


mined thaf lf tile paper could be made 
entirely woman run. the »< bievemenf 
would be so novel filiit the Banner 
would Immediately become a paper of 
nation-wide 
distinction. 
Feminists 
would be eager for if. it would be 
WUU bed and quoted, and even joked 
about, but all that would help the cir­ 
culation and the advertising, 
lf Mr. 
Fordyce looked favorably on the prop­ 
osition. would he please discharge the 
managing editor? 
The young woman who was now the 
city editor was really qualified for the 
job. 
The few’ remaining males who 
now worked as office boys and ship­ 
ping clerks could be easily replaced by 
women and a new’ era would open for 
the Banner— the Banner would become 
famous the world over as a paper run 
entirely by women. 
Bennett Stokes read the letter twice, 
then he looked intently a t the begrimed 
ceiling of his office and lighted his 
pipe.

DESOLATE CITY IS NISHAPUR 


Home of W riter of the Rubaiyat One 
of the Most Forbidding Spots 
on Earth. 


The isolated city of Nishapur, in 
Persia, was the home of the Persian 
best known of all his nation to tile 
western 
world—Omar, 
surnamed 
Khayyam, or the Tentmaker, author 
of the Rubaiyat. 
The poet is still on e 
of the great historic figures in his an­ 
cient city, but he is remembered there 
not as a poet or a tentmaker but as a 
sage, 
philosopher, 
astronomer 
aud 
mathematician. 
Nishapur lies In a barren 
upland 
plain, many days’ overland journey 
from the nearest railroad point. 
It is 
encircled by mountains, most of which 
are low and barren. 
The northern 
range, however, rises to a consider­ 
able height, and through many months 
of the year its peaks are white with 
snow. 
The lower slopes have a cu­ 
rious reddish tint, due to iron in the 
earth, so that rare and delicate color 
combinations are formed at dawn and 
twilight. 
Looking southward from his city, 
Omar saw a level, featureless plain, 
depressingly treeless, save 
for here 
and there a clump of slender poplars. 
The winter turned it to a lifeless gray; 
in tile summer, pitiless sunlight and 
choking dust tormented the eyes. Only 
for a brief spring season did the fresh 
green of growing crops, the cool mists 
that rose after the early rains ami 
the rainbow gleams of pale color from 
the 
m o u n ta in s 
lend 
the 
vista 
a 
melancholy ’charm. 
Beyond the plain 
rose another row of low hills, and be­ 
yond that, lie knew, stretched tin* end­ 
less desert. 
Each year a few weeks 
of joy and beauty; between mountain 
aud desert a few miles of half kindly 
man-tilled earth—bits of respite that 
hardly broke the hostile round of na­ 
ture—it is easier to understand the de­ 
fiant pessimism of the Rubaiyat atter 
seeing 
Nishapur. — Chicago

John Milton, W onderfully Gifted Intel­ 
lectually, W as Yet a Man of 
Many Sorrows. 


The great English poet, Milton, is 
described at the age of sixteen as 
“scholarly, accomplished and as hand­ 
some a you til as St, Paul s had sent 
forth.” 
That was at the age when, 
having finished preparatory school, he 
was ready for the university. 
He was born on Broad street, Lon­ 
don. 
His father was a man of educa­ 
tion. with a decided talent for music. 
Milton inherited all His esthetic quali­ 
ties— indeed, tim rougher element at 
college called him “tile lady, 
though 
all recognized lits intellectuality. Even 
at that period, long before lie was 
twenty, lit* contemplated writing the 
great “Paradise Lost,” which was not 
finished, it happened, for forty years. 
During that long lapse of time Mil­ 
ton had started ids reputation by the 
twin p o e m s , “ ll Penseroso and 
I. Al­ 
legro 
had married a mere child of 
seventeen—an unhappy marriage, as it 
turned o u t; had written some stirring 
pamphlets; had almost been killed for 
opposing the leading politics; had re­ 
married 
and 
been 
left 
a 
widower 
again; had lost his sight; had found 
tile three neglected children of ids first 
marriage not model daughters; had 
lived in terrible l o n e l i n e s s in "pite of 
his great fame, and had been persuad­ 
ed to marry a third time, for the sake 
of being looked after. 
He was an old man when the great 
"Paradise Lost” appeared, which is 
called “one of the few monumental 
works of the world," and ids death 
followed some ten years later. 


Germany H as Lost Mexican Trade. 
All the drinking glasses and most 
of tile jewelry sold in the Salinas Cruz 
district of Mexico are of American 
manufacture, according to u recent re­ 
port from Norton F. Brand, United 
States consul at Selinas Cruz. 
Prior 
to the war all the jewelry and glass­ 
ware were imported from Germany 
and Spain. 
The war has eliminated 
Germany entirely from the Mexican 
markets and the activity of American 
business men has been so great that 
imports from Spain have been mate­ 
rially reduced. 
But 
Mr. 
Brand 
warns 
American 
manufacturers that the goblets and 
tumblers they ship to Mexico are too 
small. The tropics are a thirsty clime 
and Mexicans drink deeply. Mr. Brand 
declares if American merchants do not 
send in larger glasses, their wares will 
lie driven from the field when Euro­ 
pean supplies are again available aft­ 
er the war. 
He urges upon American 
business men the necessity of studying 
the needs of the Mexican trade.

Tosti.

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Growing Sugar Cane Under Paper. 
A new and very 
odd method of 
growing Migar cane is proving highly 
BurcMtfxful 
iti the Hawaiian inlands. 
When the rune i© beginning to sprout, 
yard-wide strips are laid lengthwise 
over the rows of little plants and held 
in place with cane-field trash. The pa­ 
per is strong enough to keep down and 
smother the starting weeds, but not to 
kill the stout and hardy young cane. 
In five or six weeks the weed seed* 
beneath the paper have all germinat­ 
ed and been smothered to death, but 
the Osino shoots have either forced 
their way through or erected them­ 
selves sufficiently to make little tent­ 
like elevations. 
Laborers then puss 
along the rows and with long knives 
make slits in the sheets, permitting 
the shoots to come through. 
The lib* 
orated shoots at first are blanched 
white, hut quickly turn green and 
lusty. 
Weeding thereafter is almost 
wholly needless, because there ara 
very few weeds. There is an Increase 
of ten tons (about 28 per cent) in the 
yield of cane per acre. Half the labor 
is saved and the production of actual 
sugar per acre is augmented by more 
than a ton. 
The paper used Is made 
ouf of ‘'bagasse,” which Is the residue 
of the cane after the sugary sap ha* 
been squeezed out of It.
